His 
establishment amounts to nothing moro 
than a largo closot, which is Wilizod as 
a darkroom for work. There is nothing 
to bo scon of screens, skylights, shabby 
furniture, which looks as good as new 
when taken by the camera, or llio in 
Blrmneuls for holding Iho head slcauy 
wliich aro so suygeslivo of lorturo te 
children. The words, "Look pleasant 
please," are never uttered hi ibis sc 
eluded studio. 


In foot, tho photographer himself u 


very rarely lo bo found on tho premises 
People send in pictures of themselves U 
bo reproduced by an extraordinary proc 
ess of multiplication. They must b 
cabinet sized photographs. Ho has ai 
instrument which looks very milch Ilk 
11 slercoscorra of Iho sort that ouo look 
through ntpliolographs, only about thrc 
times as bij. In pluco of llio part for 
the eyes there is a small camera, and a 
fow inches In front of llio lalter is a kind 
of frame in which the cabinet portrait 
to bo reproduced is put. Tho camera, 
though such a littlo one, has 33 lenses. 
One might couiparo it to tho eye of a 
bee, which is multlplo iu liko fashion. 


It is a snap camera aud makes 39 rnin- 


iaturo copies of Iho cabinet portrait at 
ouo shot on a single negative. From the 
negative tho pictures nro printed oil iu 
sheets of 83 distinct photographs each. 
It does not take long to produce thorn in 
largo quantities at this rate, and so the 
operator finds a profit in Belling thorn al 
tho price of $1 for GO. Ho sells 100 foi 
$2, COO for <f7, or 1,000 for $14. It is i 
very cheap way to procure a lot ol 
counterfeit presentments of one's self. 
A good many people order 500 or 1,000.

Stinh n movement as thin would 


doubtless not only meet with tho hearty 
nnd practical support of well meaning 
people in general, but it would bo sup- 
ported by the officials of tho mills. I 
iviis especially plnased to learu that 
many of tho corporations of these Fall 
River mills support a bed in the local 
hospital for iho free UBO of their opera- 
tives. Tho kindergarten would bo a 
philanthropy along tho samo lino. 


It will bo quito a practical thing to giva 


somo Btatiattcs of the earnings of this 
family for tho week previous. Those of 
thoman had bi!cn$9.72; those of the wifo 
fl. 
Deduct from this total $2.HO for 


"minding tho baby," nnd $1-1.23 is left 
as tho not income «f the household. Foi 
rent they pay $7.00 per month, and a 
barrel oE flour lasted BCVCU weeks. 


Tho wifo explained that aho was oiilj 


working "for a spell to help them out of 
debt." Of course to do this all the hontiu- 
, 


work must bo done after returning tired 
from tho mill at night, when both of 
them must, work Into and early in tho 
movninx before gohiR to tho mill. As 
Iho mills slurt at about half post 0 iu tho 
morning it will bo wen that very early 
rising is necessary. 


Nor is tbi3 all. It makes life a tread- 


mill with no evenings for recreation. 
Besides the wifo has no timo for her 
7iecdle, and tho appearance of tho chil- 
dren must greatly Kiift'er. The great re- 
lief is found in 1 ho fact that, by tho most 
frugal living and by tho strictest econ- 
omy, this wife "was not compelled to 
work in tho mill nil tho time. Still it 
seemed abont impossible for tho family, 
with tho strictest economy and sobriety, 
to do better than was being done until 
tho "hoys get big enough to work." 


That visit enlightened my understand- 


ing, broadened my view nnd deepened my 
sympathies. While Ihcro aro many oC 
tho operatives who, liko us all, live far 
below their privileges, still if many of 
its could study life from their view point 
our sympathies for the broadest brother- 
hood would bo deepened.—Boston Com- 
monwealth.
